From Kaiser Smog 


The foothills area in the 
Great Upland and the Cuca- 
monga District are largely 
protected from smog condi- 
tions from the Kaiser Steel 
Corp. plant in Fontana by pre- 
vailing winds, according to an 
air pollution study by the 
California State Dept. of Pub- 
lic Health, Bureau of Air 
Sanitation. 

Principal finding of the 
study was that the steel plant 
was not a contributor to Los 
Angeles smog. 

Kaiser’s operations in Fon- 
tana are under the jurisdiction 
of the San Bernardino County 
Air Pollution Control District. 

The report noted that winds 
from the east occur only 5 
per cent of the time in Fon- 
tana. 









Approximately eight tons 
per day of particulate matter 
and 60 tons per day of sulfur 
dioxide are emitted from the 
Kaiser plant, the report states. 
These substances are not the 
reactants which produce 
photochemical air pollution. 
Smaller quantities of hydro- 
carbons, oxides of nitrogen, 
carbon monoxide and fluorides 
are alsc emitted. 

The report notes that fluor- 
ide content of citrus*foliage is | 
elevated in the area near the | 
Kaiser plant. Lesser fluoride 
content has been found in the 
citrus foliage in the Pomona- | 
Claremont area.
